Korean affairs go almost unnoted ty Moocov broodoastori^^ii^th^B^v^ok # Ono 
monitorod commentary, "by Lomln, is o.familiar recapitulation of North Korea’s 
Soviet-sponsored'advrinconont along tho road to "indopondonco" vhilo the othor 
is a ropotltiouo, personal attack on Syngmann Ehoo which appears to dupliooto 
tho one vhioh uaa broadcast last woek, Moaocw broadcasters mako no monitored 
reference to tho olootrio power issue, and Radio Pyongyang is equally silent 
on this subject in monitorod broadcasts. 


Radio Pyongyang, howovor, is characteristically vorboso on other topics. It 
dovotos much broadcast timer .to reporting tho ovil rosults of Amerioan occu¬ 
pation in the southern zone, to reporting preparations for tho 25 August 
olootion in tho northorn zone and tho 15 August annivorsary of the liberation, 
and to announcing dotaila of suoh measures as that dporooing changes in higher 
Education in the northern zono, Pyongyang also announces that it will broad¬ 
cast Russian language lessons aftor 1 August and invites listeners to purchaao 
tho specially proparod reador. 


The Soviot-controlled transmitter displays intoroet in non-Kdroan affairs and ' 
reports at some longth, in what may bo a vorbatim ropoat of a Moscow broadcast, 
world-wide Communist distress ovor tho attack on Togliotti, A 20 July nows 
program - included - items reporting protect moasagoo from Communist groups in 
Finland, Holland, Poland, and China but omittod roforonco to a - similar noto 
whioh, according to both Moscow and othor Pyongyang broadcasts, was sent by 
North Koroan organization. 


a, America Is "Ruining" Korea; Amor loans Bomb'Koroan Fishermen : As doou- 
mentatioh of its familiar allocation that tho ^American occupation is "ruining" 
Korea, Pyongyang notes that the southern zone, previously a "rice bowl," is 
now forced to import rico. It also notes tho alleged increase in venereal 
diseases and tho continuing "v;avo of terroristic suppression. " Other broadcasts 
critioizo tho American-sponsorod elections, National Assembly, and Constitution; 
all aro ; characterized as "country-ruining, anti-popular, and undemocratic." 

Pyongyang makes particular propaganda capital of tho American bombirib of Korean 
fishermen. This "inhuman" act started a chain of othor inhuman acts, Pyongyang 
assorts. First, no Koreans wore allowed to participate in tho "so-called 
inquiry commission." Second, Major Goneral Doan doliborately attempted to deny 
that the boats wore machino-gunnod although ho did "admit" they wore bombed. 

This denial Is a "solf-ovldont" lie, tho 17 July broadcast declares. General 
Doan’a refusal to admit tho exact amount of tho Indemnity paid eaoh family is 
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aaid to to still further ovidonco of American perfidy: "undoubtedly ho is 
silent because only a ndminal indemnity was paid in a mannor suitable to the 
Amorioans thorns olyosj'" Furthermore, General Doan Is said to have refused to 
idontif y the gvtilty Ataei'ictons - or to annouftCd ifhiit pUnishiaont they will 
roooivo, The American action, Pyongyang concludes, is "another bignational 
insult to the Korean pooplo," 


"Aftor having maasaorod the Korean pooplo on masse as livo targets by in* 

• discriminate bombing and strafing, they oonsidor that the matter is closed 
by paying paltry sums of money to the beroavod family members. It is Just 
like throwing a few pernios in settlement to,..£ho ownor after ^hooting to 
kill dogs or pigs in somoono's yard just for tho fun of it," 

b. Worth Korea Is Forging Ahood : In oontraat to this sorrowful situation, 
Pyongyang 1 reports in glowing 't'erms the progress of tho region north of tho 
38th parallel. Its now Constitution is held up os an example of a democratic 
, dooumont whioh is being enthusiastically welcomed at rallies throughout both 
zones of Korea, Dota'ils of the electoral preparations are announced and that 
■ event is contrasted with the 10 May balloting in tho south. Kim II Sung's 
stereotyped contrast of developments in tho tvo zonos, the thesis of his 
lengthy roport at tho recent mooting of tho Pooplo's Council, is also reported. 
He offers no new ovidonco but merely reviews familiar assertions.
